In due time the householder will know 
whether soft water is worth the increase 
in water rates required to pay for the 
plant. And, it may be surmised, the coun- 
cils and residents of other western cities 
will be watching Edmonton’s experiment 
with the idea of putting in similar plants 
if the investment proves worth while. 
“Hard” water is the variety common to 
cities which draw their supply from 
streams flowing eastward from the 
Rockies. If Edmonton people find soften- 
ing to be satisfactory at the cost, no doubt 
the other prairie centres will follow the 
lead,

Planning Another Raid? 


Unless Premier Mussolini has made up 
his mind to get into Hitler’s war or start 
one of his own, he is wasting a lot of Ital- 
ian money on fleet manoeuvres, air shows 
and army demonstrations. Being who he 
is, time alone will solve the riddle, for the 
intentions of Benito are not predictable to 
any degree of definite probability. He is 
the unknown and unknowable quantity in 
the European equation. 

For what it may be worth, one of his 
newspapers dropped a possible hint the 
other ‘day when it said Italy may soon be 
“compelled” to fight somebody. The only 
thing that ever “compelled” or im- 
pelled — Mussolini to engage in war was 
the prospect of getting something out of 
it. Il Duce is first and last a go-getter, and 
thus far he would only “go” where he 
thought he saw a chance to “get’’. 

By all the obligations of partnership 
and of professed political beliefs, Mussolini 
should have taken his place at the side of 
Hitler last September. Against the pull 
of these loyalties he has displayed a 
masterly restraint. Berlin pretensions that 
the Fuehrer did not want his help were 
no more convincing than they were flat- 
tering to Il Duce. 

Unless the Jeopard has changed its 
spots, which is entirely possible in the case 
of the present “leopard,” the odds rather 
are that Benito plans to pull another raid 
on his own account, taking advantage of 
the general turmoil and the preoccupation 
of the powers. 

Yugoslavia lies just across the Adri- 
atic, and adjoins recently- annexed Al- 
bania. It holds the major part of “Italy 
irredenta’. The Slavs are related to the 
Russians, and have just negotiated a new 
trade agreement with the Soviets. Control 
of Yugoslavia would turn the Adriatic 
into an Italian lake. That Russia would 
back the Yugoslavs would cause Mussolini 
no qualms of conscience because of Rus- 
sia’s affiliation with Germany, none 
whatever. 

Yugoslavia would be well advised to 
look to its defences, an ad i its alliances.

A Call to Canada 


In 1938 Denmark sent Great Britain 380 mil- 
lion pounds of bacon; 250 million pounds of but- 
ter; 40 per cent of all the eggs which the British 
imported. 

With that British source of food supplies cut 
off, Canada will almost necessarily be called 
upon to make up the difference, What it may 
mean is shown by the fact that against the 380 
million pounds of bacon which Denmark sént to 
Britain in 1938, Canada (operating under the 
Empire trade agreement quotas) sent but 169 
million pounds, 

What it means, briefly, is that Canadian 
farmers are now challenged to make a tremen- 
dous economic contribution to Allied victory. 
That they will do so, and vigorously, no one need 
doubt at all—Ottawa Journal, 


Those Mines 


It is something new and extraordinary for 
Great Britain to seem to become a violator of 
international law. Respect for law and decency 
in international relations has always stood so 
high with the Britis® that the mining of Nor- 
wegian territorial waters, though it is only nom- 
inally illegal, will remain a notable incident in 
this war. It is being done to prevent German 
ships carrying iron ore and other German sup- 
ply ships from evading capture by keeping close 
to the coast of Norway and within her territorial 
waters, 

Anyone who has regard for the whole situa- 
tion will say that the Allies are abundantly jus- 
tified in this action. Nazi Germany has been 
making international law simply an instrument 
for furthering her desperate and lawless pur- 
poses. It has been to Germany a welcome and 
invaluable shield against the things which the 
Allies might have done to her. The Nazi high 
command must surely have laughed to them- 
selves at the Allies being so soft and having so 
much regard for a principle, and they must have 
wondered how long it would continue, for the 
advantage to Germany was very great. Had the 
situation been reversed, Germany would have 
stopped British cargoes of iran ore stealing down 
the Norwegian coast, not in the second week of 
April, but early last winter when that traffic 
began after the freezing of the Baltic Sea.— 
Winnipeg Free Press.

BRUNSWICK STEW 
(Serves four to six) 

One four-pound fowl, 1 cracked 
veal shank, boiling water, 1 table- 


spoon salt, 14 teaspoon pepper, 1 
teaspoon paprika, 8 sniall onions, 
sliced; 2 cups canned tomatoes, 1% 
|cups green lima beans, 1% cups 
jcorn, cut from cob or whole 


| kernels, canned; 2 tablespoons but- 


ter, 2 tablespoons flour, 


Have fowl cut in pieces for serv- 


ing. Place in kettle with veal 
shank, add boiling water to half 
cover and salt and pepper. Bring 


to boiling, cover tightly, and sim- 


mer over low heat 1 hour. Un- 
cover, add onions, tomatoes, and 
beans and cook 30 minutes. Add 
corn and cook 10 minutes until 


chicken and vegetables are tender.

heat, Let boil 2 minutes.
